S.A.C.  Condemns  The  Sir.  George 
Williams  Riot 

Wednesday  night  at  the  SAC 
meeting  held  here  in  the  cafeteria 
the  council  finally  passed  a  motion 
of  condemnation  concerning  the  act- 
ions of  the  79  students  arrested 
in  the  riot  Tuesday  morning. 

At  first  all  were  hotly  in 
favour  of  condeming  the  actions 
of  the  students,  without  question. 
However  Steve  langdon  counteracted 
with  the  statement  that  it  appeared 
to  him  that  the  S.A.C.  members  were 
passing  this  resolution  to  make 
themselves  appear  white  and  shining 
in  the  eyes  of  the  public . 

Langdon  also  said  that  S.A.C. 
should  adopt  a  statement  that  would 
express  their  feelings.  That  is, 
that  the  action  of  destroying  the 
university  property  was  stupid  and 
unforgivable  but  that  they  under- 
stood the  psychological  reasons  be- 
hind their  action. 

"Faculty  and  administration  are 
to  be  blamed!"  said  Langdon.   If  the 
student's  requests  for  discussion 
had  been  taken  seriously  perhaps 
the  incident  would  not  have  ever 
happened. 

Discussion  followed  Langdcn's 
remarks  and  the  most  prominent  feel- 
ing was  that  their  action  had  been 
most  detrimental  to  their  own  kind, 
students.  Thesies  were  destroyed, 
lost,  and  a  lot  of  hard  work  nulli- 
fied. 

In  spite  of  Langdon ?s  pleas, 
the  motion  was  passed  and  a  state- 
ment of  condemnation  was  passed. 


S.A.C.  Votes  Against  Fee  Increase 

Bob  Burkwell,  finance  minister 
of  S.A.C.  made  a  motion  on  Wed- 
nesday to  increase  the  fees  of  mem- 
bership to  that  body  from  $12.00 
per  head  to  $12.50.  The  motion  was 
defeated. 

Burkwell  was  reported  by  the 
Varsity  on  Monday  as  considering  a 
$2.00  hike  but  at  the  meeting, 
after  some  indecision  and  a  prod 
from  the  other  members  set  the  mark 


at  a  compromise  of  50<£  • 

Steve  Langdon  said  that  the  bud- 
get was  perfectly  sound  as  it  was 
and  considering  the  $4.00  rise  in 
fees  last  year  it  seemed  unwise  to 
raise  them  again. 

Some  of  the  cuts  from  the  bud- 
get as  a  result  of  the  $10,000 
loss  of  revenue  caused  by  the  Grad- 
uate Students  Union  withdrawal 
from  S.A.C.  included  the  Debating 
Society,  the  U.  of  T .  chorus,  the 
Conference  on  Student  Affairs. 

Additional  funds  have  been  pro- 
mised to  High  Schools,  T-Groups, 
Random  Magazine  and  to  Radio  Varsity 
to  hire  a  full-time  Director. 


A  Sit-in  With  David  Blackwood

Wednesday  at  noon,  David  Black- 
wood sat  in  an  informal  meeting  with 
members  of  Erindales?s  staff  and 
students.  Mr.  Blackwood  is  a  Can- 
dian  artist  of  a  rare  breed.  When 
asked  what  is  the  role  of  art  in  Can- 
ada, he  simply  stated  to  compare  a 
child  raised  in  an  art  and  music  at- 
mosphere to  one  who  is  not.  The  out- 
come is  obvious. 

This  concise  reflection  on  a 
major  aspect  of  life  was  typical  of 
all  of  his  comments.  Mr.  Blackwood 
stated  that  he  was  a  product  of  his 
Newfoundland  childhood  and  that  he 
never  wants  to  lose  this  identity. 
His  art  reflects  the  harsh  simplis- 
tic life  in  a  small  fishing  village 
and  the  people  that  inhabit  it.   A 
strong  belief  in  the  supernatural, 
he  said,  is  typical  of  the  people  of 
the  Island . 

Mr.  Blackwood  left  his  home  in 
his  late  teens  to  come  to  Toronto. 
He  received  his  art  training  at  the 
Ontario  College  of  Art.   He  said  that 
four  years  at  the  art  college  did 
little  for  his  style  as  the  college 
curriculum  is  too  static  to  allow 
true  art  freedom. 

When  asked  about  his  own  art, 
he  said  that  he  would  have  to  be 
fifty  to  be  able  to  criticize  it 
fairly.   David  Blackwood  is  current- 
ly teaching  art  in  Toronto  and  com-- 
mutes  to  his  home  down  east.

Yes,  we  desperately  need  residences,  and  I  agree  that  of 
necessity  it  may  create  a  more  scholarly  community.   Although,  with 
a  lack  of  organization  such  as  exists  now  I  doubt  even  then  the 
change  would  be  more  than  minimal,  and,  since  most  of  us  won-'t  be 
here  to  enjoy  "residences",  I  think  we  should  face  reality  and  do 
what's  needed  now  to  keep  Erindale's  spirit  alive. 

The  organization  lacking  at  present  is  painfully  apparent  in: 
1.  A  central  office  for  all  information  on  all  student  activities- 
social  or  intellectual.   (The  present  S.A.G.E.  office  does  not 
fill  this  need  because  it's  not  central  and  rarely  open.) 

and  2.  More  people  willing  to  take  responsibility  and  carry  it  out. 

To  reiterate  the  statement  I  made  at  the  "What  Ails  This 
College"  meeting,  "my  conclusion  of  the  student  feeling  at  Erindale 
is  that  of  U.  of  T.  rejects".  As  my  little  boy  would  say,  "So  tough"! 
It's  fine  to  sit  back  and  longfully  hope  for  the  day  when  you  can 
transfer  downtown;   in  fact  you're  following  in  the  good  Christian 
tradition,  "suffer  now  to  live  in  paradise  later".   But,  who  knows, 
paradise  may  never  come!   If  that  happens  think  of  all  the  time 
you've  wasted.....!
